Counci| Menber Halterman requested that the Pl anni ng Conmi ssion M nutes be
renoved fromthe Consent Agenda.

Council Menber Kelly offered a notion adopting the Consent Agenda which
included the following: City Council Mnutes of April 1, Rice Hospital Board
M nutes of April 8, Building Inspection Report for Mrch, Pioneerland Library
Board M nutes of February 19, Housing and Redevel opnent Authority M nutes of
March 10, and Park Board Mnutes April 7, 1998. Council Menber Reese seconded
the notion, which carried.

The Mayor and Council discussed Planning Comrission Mnutes Item No. 8
regardi ng Pheasant Run 11" Addition Plat. It was noted the 34-foot road required
a letter acknow edging that the road will remain a private street and that the
devel oper knows it is constructed below City standards. The Pl anni ng Conmi ssion
M nutes of April 8, 1998, were accepted as presented and ordered placed on file
inthe City derk’s Ofice upon motion by Council Menber Halterman, seconded by
Counci| Menber Kelly, and carried.

At 7:04 p.m Mayor Heitke opened the assessnent hearing for Project No.

The Public Wrks/Safety Commttee Report of April 7, 1998, was presented to
the Mayor and Council by Council Menber Halterman. There were six itenms for
Counci | consi derati on.

Item No. 1 Patrick Widenmann, representing M/ DOT, appeared before the
Committee to give a brief overview of the results of the joint District 8
Transportation Study. Study points were set up to assess the traffic on the
maj or through arterials for WIllmar by conparing vehicle license plates that
travel ed through versus stopping in the conmunity. This enabled the consultants
to nodel traffic flow and identify areas in need of inprovement so as to handle
the traffic predicted by the twenty-year forecast.

Sorre of the inprovenments include conpletion of the bypass into four |ane
along with the interchanges at Civic Center Drive, T.H 12, T.H 71, and either
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WIlmar or 19" Avenue, the extension of County Road No. 5 south through the
exi sting airport property, and | ane changes on Trott Avenue, T.H 12, WIImar and
19" Avenues. This matter was for information only.

I[temNo. 2 The Committee reviewed information in relation to the Library's
tenporary nove into the Courthouse planned for May 13 — 23, with a reopening date
of May 26, 1998. (Quotes for the nove were briefly discussed. This matter was
for information only.

ItemNo. 3 The Committee reviewed bid tabulations for 1998 tree quotes
received. Approximately 410 trees will be planted to replace those vandali zed,
cut down from di sease, winter kill, storm damaged, or in new residential areas.
This matter was for information only.

I[tem No. 4 The Conmittee considered bid tabulations for 1998 Street
Lighting. The costs for the project are included in the 1998 assessments, and
staff recomended awarding the contract along with the award of the 1998 Street
Project. The Conmittee was recomendi ng to the Council to award the contract for
the 1998 Street Lighting along with 1998 Street Projects at the May 6, 1998,
Counci| rmeeting. Council Menber Halternman noved to approve the recomendation of
the Public Wrks/Safety Conmmittee with Council Menber Reese seconding the notion,
whi ch carri ed.

I[tem No. 5 The Committee discussed expediting the start of construction on
South First Street by recommending awarding the contract subsequent to the
assessment hearing at the April 15, 1998, Council neeting. The Committee was
reconmending to the Council to award the contract for Project No. 9605 to Riley
Br ot hers Construction.

Resol ution No. 3 was introduced by Council Menber Halterman, seconded by
Counci |l Menber Kelly, read by Mayor Heitke, and approved on a roll call vote of
Ayes 8, Noes 0.

Council Menber Reese noved to approve the recomrendati on of
the Labor Relations Committee with Council Christianson seconding the notion,
whi ch carri ed.

I[tem No. 2: The Committee continued its discussion of a COPs hiring grant.
The grant of $150,000 through the Departnent of Justice had been set aside for
the Gty based on previous participation with the COP s program and response to a
qguestionnaire conpleted by the City late |last year. The three-year grant woul d
cover the hiring of two police officers with a 25 percent |ocal match.

The Conmittee reviewed with staff information and statistics regarding the
makeup and activities of the WIImar Police Department. Fol | owi ng a | engthy
di scussion, the Conmittee was recomending to the Council that the City of
Wl mar pass a resolution authorizing the Mayor and Cty Administrator to submt
an application for formal grant approval. Resolution No. 4 was introduced by
Counci| Menber Reese, seconded by Council Menber DeBlieck, read by Mayor Heitke,
and approved on a roll call vote of Ayes 8, Noes 0.

WHEREAS, the City of WIIlmar has deternmined there exists a need for
addi ti onal peace officers; and

The Labor Relations Committee Report of April 8, 1998, was approved as
presented and ordered placed on file in the City Cerk’s Ofice upon notion by
Counci| Menber Reese, seconded by Council Menber Christianson, and carried.

The Community Devel opnent Conmittee Report of April 9, 1998, was presented
to the Mayor and Council by Council Menber DeBlieck. There were six items for
i nformation only.

I[temNo. 1 Brian Kelm of Country Manor and Gl Rucks of Helgeson
Devel opnent presented to the Commttee a proposal for the devel opnent of an
assisted living facility at the Kindl ehope site. The proposal was for 40 to 50 one
or two bedroomunits. It was noted there would be no HUD participation in the
project, which has an estinmated cost of $3 mllion. Tax increment financing was
requested fromthe Cty to assist with the cost of site acquisition, denolition,
asbest os abatenent, and site preparation.

The Conmmittee discussed the project and the potential impact on the Gty by
virtue of the required up-front contribution or LGN HACA penalties. It was
acknow edged that the project would result in some cost to the Cty.

The Conmittee discussed the senior housing market. Carol duth from the
Wl mar HRA said they were having trouble filling their |owinconme housing units
that offer assisted living services. She did not see the proposed project as being



conpetitive with HRA projects.

Proj ect enpl oynent was briefly discussed. An estinmated 10 to 12 jobs woul d
be created initially for the project. The project devel opers were asked to provide
staff with pertinent project information to allow staff to create a TIF scenario
for Conmittee review. This matter was for information only.

I[temNo. 2 The Conmittee revi ewed a geographi c proposal for the extension of
bui | ding code authority beyond the Gty limts. A map show ng the proposed area
was viewed. Commttee concerns focused on three areas: A) the proposal's inpact
on ag buildings, B) justification for the proposed geographic coverage, and O
potential inpact on Gty staff workl oad.

The Conmittee directed staff to redefine the geographic linmts of the
proposal to better reflect anticipated future growth. Staff was also asked to
solicit fromthe County information about the nunmber of permits issued within the
proposed area during the past one or two years. This nmatter was for information
only.

I[temNo. 3 David Kroos, Library architect, presented floor plans and
exterior elevations for the Library expansion and renovation project. Interior
finishing and furniture concepts were di scussed, and M. Kroos stated that to keep
on schedul e, his goal was to have the Gty Council approve the call for bids at its
April 15, 1998, neeting.

The Committee discussed the project plans and construction/finish proposal s
in detail and was recommrendi ng to the Council adoption of a resolution approving
pl ans and specifications and calling for bids on the Library project. Resolution
No. 5 was introduced by GCouncil Menber DeBlieck, seconded by Council Menber
Christianson, read by Mayor Heitke, and approved on a roll call vote of Ayes 7,
Noes 0, Council Menber Houl ahan abstained fromvoting.

The plat is intended to accommodate a PUD approved
in 1997, but which was recently anended by the Pl anni ng Conmi ssion with conditions
relating to the addition of easenents, drainage plan approval, assessnent
reapportionment, and building elevations. Council Menber Kelly noved to approve
the prelimnary plat for Mrningside Estates First Addition with the conditions
stipul ated by the Planning Comm ssion. Council Menber Reese seconded the notion,
whi ch carri ed.

The Mayor and Council considered an O dinance to Rezone Certain Lands from Ag
to R 2. Planning and Devel opnent Services Director Peterson explained that Koosman
Construction has proposed the rezoning of a tract east of 25" Street Southeast for
an 18-unit tw n-hone, townhouse project. It was noted the proposed rezoning is
consistent with the WIImar Conprehensive Plan and has been approved by the
Pl anni ng Conmi ssion. Council Menber DeBlieck offered a notion to introduce the
O dinance to Rezone Certain Lands fromAg to R2 and to schedule a hearing for My
6, 1998.
